This statement was the prelude to what became known as the 
12C-C12 "Get Acquainted Day". Peter Haist gave an address explaining the happenings of 
the day and stressed the importance of knowing the information on the 12C-C12 posters. 

When the day arrived, name tags were distributed to all grades. The tag was to be 
worn all day. Each grade had a different shaped tag. Everyone was dismissed at 2:15 to 
watch a film on Community Colleges. After the film, the gym was cleared and North Lamb- 
ton's own "Minor Detail" warmed up for a dance. Students were admitted for a small fee 
of ten cents per person. The most fun was yet to come. The 1 2C-C1 2 students, to insure that 
their artistic talents were not wasted, asked certain students to name topics of the posters 
in an alloted time. Also students were asked to name the person on their left or right in a 
given time. If the student couldn't answer, a choice was given; either to pay a ten cent fine 
or become a GoGo dancer on stage. 

The afternoon was a complete success with about three hundred and fifty attending 
the dance. Its two main objectives, to sell the four-year course and to aid in meeting new 
people, were completely fulfilled. Now, with Community Colleges and other institutions of 
higher learning the four-year course is not a dead end, but offers bright features to its grad- 
uates. Special thanks go to Mr. Savage and Mr. O'Donnell for making this project both 
possible and a complete success.

NEWSPAPER NEWEST ACTIVITY AT NLSS 



The newspaper was started by the Student 
Council, in conjunction with Mr. Boyd, owner-editor 
of the Forest Standard. The purpose of the paper is 
to encourage school spirit by giving recognition to 
worthy students, and to keep all abreast of the various 
activities of the school. 

Each week stories and photos are gathered and 
submitted by the students. Then the stories are typed 
into columns. The articles are placed on the layout 
sheets, and arranged to come out the way they appear 
in the newspaper. 

The layout sheets are then taken to Goderich 
and made ready by offset printing. There are three 
steps to this process. The preparing of the layout 
sheets, making of photo-negative, and preparing an 
aluminum printing sheet. The layout sheets are pieces 
of gummed bristol on which the articles are placed 
and arranged by the newspaper staff. At Goderich a 
photographic negative is taken. The negative is then 
placed on a flexible aluminum plate and high intensive 
heat lights are turned on it. The lights transfer the 
print to the plate. The plate is then set on the presses, 
and the paper run off, and put in circulation on 
Wednesday.
